Fields will retire when he hands the gavel 
to Tim Osmond, May 1.

True Value owner gives lawn tips

Spring has arrived and with it 
comes the need to care for your 
lawn. 

Stan Livermorc, Lindenhurst 
and Antioch True Value store owner, 
provided tips to Antioch Rotary 
Club members on how to make 
lawns look and stay beautiful. 

Livermorc stressed fertilizer is 
very important. In picking fertiliz- 
er there are three things to look 
for, nitrogen, phosphoric acid and 
potash. 

"The nitrogen helps retain the 
moisture which in turn creates a 
more healthy, green look. 

However, he cautioned people 
against using cheaper products 
that only provide a quick fix. 

"The good brands offer a time 
release formula and it won't 



clump up," Livermorc. 

He added phosphoric acid 
aids the root system and potash 
assists soil and roots. 

He stressed fertilizers which 
attach to garden hoses only a last 
a few days and don't have much 
long term effect. 

For the environmentally con- 
scious, there are several organic 
fertilzers available. While more 
costly, they do provide a more bal- 
anced blend of nutrients and are 
biogradable. 

On seeding, he recommended 
products which include the seed, 
fertilizer in one. "All you have to 
do is water," Livermore said. 

He cautioned those who buy 
seed to gear it for type of light they 
have. Rye grasses tend to be more 
durable and pliable, bluegrasses 
work better in unshaded areas, 



while fescue is for heavy wooded 
or shaded areas. 

Now, more than ever, the 
importance of mulch has been 
pronounced. 

"Many places In Illinois won't 
accept mulch In landfills," 
Livermore said. 

He said a mulching lawn mow- 
er should cut about 2/3 the blade 
of grass. He noted mulch is good 
for grass because it degrades and 
restores nitrogen to the soil. 

On the doWn side, if the dis- 
charge becomes too thick, it 
becomes thatch, which holds 
water and doesn't degrade, and 
takes mositure from the grass. 

He recommended using a 
speocial blade which helps cut 
the grass even finer. However, he 
cautioned, thatch still has to be 
raked.

Jonites support was strongest 
where she lived in the west side 
of the township outside Village of 
Antioch. In precincts 1-3, which 
vote at Antioch Upper Grade 
School, is where she garnered 
most of her support. 

Precinct 2 voted 203 for her 
compared to 73 for Osmond. 
Precinct 1 the vote was 107 to 66 
for Osmond while precinct 3 sup- 
ported gave her 12 more votes 
than Osmond. 

Osmond had more even sup- 
port throughout the township. 
He won precincts 4,5,6,8, 9,10, 



11, 12, 13, and 14. 

He defeated Jonites by more 
than 40 votes in precincts 4 and 5 
which were village precincts, 
precinct 11, Loon Lakes residents 
and precinct 13, another village 
precinct. 

Oddly, both candidates won a 
precinct which vote at Lotus 
School. Osmond took precinct 6 
by 50 votes while Jonites took 
precinct 7 by 34 votes. 

The closest precincts were 11 
with Osmond winning by 12 
votes, Precinct 15 with Jonites 
taking by 10 votes and Precinct 9 
which Osmond won by eight 
votes. 

There were a total of 2,970 
ballots cast for the supervisor 
post out of 11,594 registered vot- 
ers. Only 26 percent of the voters 
cast ballots for supervisor.

to the township. It would have 
given money to the schools and 
extended sewer service. If I had to 
do it over I again, I probably 
would," Fields said of his support 
for the riverboat. 

Fields served as a county 
board member for 14 years. He 
was chairman during the land- 
mark Heartland case in the early 
1980s which would have brought 
15,000 dwellings to 2,100 acres in 
central Lake County. The county 
refused to provide sewer service 
for the development, believing it 
was too dense, and the develop- 
ers were planning to sue the 
county for millions. 

"I talked with the administra- 
tor and he told me nobody was 
talking. I said 'How can we get 
anything done if nobody is talk- 
ing.' I arranged a meeting at a 
Chicago bank and we eventually 
had a negotiated agreement," 
Fields noted. 

Other issues he supported 
included building a new jail in 
Waukegan, funding for "A Safe 
Place," a safe house for battered 
women and children, and he suc- 
cessfully opposed a county gas 
tax.

No grants likely for sewers

While low interest loans could 
be available for sewers in Antioch 
Township, the likelihood of state 
grants is almost nil, according to 
state officials. 

Roger Vollbracht, project 
manager for Illinois 

Environmental Protection Agency 
(IEPA), noted there are no more 
grant programs available through 
the I EPA. 

"We don't have a grant pro- 
gram anymore," Vollbracht said. 

He noted there are only a few 
projects which qualify for state 
grants. Those must come through 
the state legislature and usually 
are deemed necessary because of 
a great need, such as flooding. 

"Grant wise we see about one 
or two projects a year," Vollbracht 
said. 

He said there are only a few 
remaining grants, going to areas 
which have previous state grants. 

Proponents of adding sewer in 



many of the unincorporated 
Antioch Township areas are look- 
ing to see if grants could be avail- 
able to cut the cost for to con- 
sumers. 

United Homeowners 

Association of Unincorporated 
Antioch (UHAUA) has pursued 
this issue and has created a sewer 
committee. The committee is cur- 
rently working on forming a mis- 
sion statement outlining its goals 
and objectives. 

The membership had voted to 
consider pursuing a petition drive 
asking the County Board to pro- 
vide sewer service. However, 
there has been no drive, and the 
committee is only at the informa- 
tion gathering stage at this time. 

Vollbracht. said only a few 
other grants are available through 
the Department of* Commerce. 
Approximately $380,000 was allo- 
cated last year. 

Many communities have 
applied for many years and very 
few have been successful," 



Vollbracht said. 

The cost of installing sewers in 
Antioch Township would cost in 
the millions. 

A sewer study, authorized by 
the Lake County Board, which 
included most of unincorporated 
Antioch Township, was complet- 
ed this year with two different 
cost estimates, depending on 
where the sewer lines are run. 

If the line's ran under Grass 
Lake Road, the cost is estimated 
at $11,255. If. they ran along 
routes 173 and 59, it is estimated 
at SI 4,255 per resident and only if 
5,200 residents hook on to sewer. 

Vollbracht said most of the 
IEPA funds come in the form of 
low interest loans. He said the 
state has a revolving loan fund 
which does include money for 
new sewer lines. 

That money comes in the 
form of loans, sometimes as low 
as 2.89 percent interest, which 
can be paid over a long time peri- 
od. 



ComEd to bury lines in Old Mill Creek

According to Howard Simpson, 
retired manager of Tempel Farms 
the poles existed previously, but 
under the villages plan drafted in 
the 1980s, if any utilities are 
upgraded they need to be put 
underground.

Otis Bennett is well on his way 
to recovery but the three men 
charged in the brutal beating of 
the Grayslake man are still lan- 
guishing in the county jail, 

One of these men, Blair 
Halton, has received the addi- 
tional charge of one count of 
attempted murder in connection 
with the beating following an 
appearance before the grand jury 
April 9. He also has been charged 
with aggravated battery in an 
incident with a fellow inmate 
which occurred since he had 
been in custody at the jail,* 

The three men charged in 
Bennett's beating include Halton, 
18, Cullen J. Havnen 26, and 
James McNeely 31. All three were 
charged with one count of armed 



violence and three counts of 
aggravated battery. Their trial is 
set for June 2 and a pre-trial is 
scheduled for May 22. 

The three are accused in the 
Feb. 25 attack of Bennett in a 
vacant apartment on the upper 
story of the building where he 
and McNeely both resided at 250 
Center Streetr The other two 
alleged attackers had no known 
address. Bennett was beaten with 
a pipe, kicked and punched in the 
attack. 

' Even though he was seriously 
harmed suffering a fractured 
skull, broken jaw and ribs, and 
several teeth were knocked out, 
Bennett miraculously survived 
and recuperated within a couple 
of weeks enough to return to his 
job as a cook at Bake's restaurant 
and bar in Wildwood. 



Following the incident, 
Grayslake Administrative 

Sergeant Matt McCutcheon said 
Bennett and the three offenders 
were drinking in the vacant room, 
when there was some sort of dis- 
agreement and an argument 
erupted. 

"Words ■ were exchanged 
. between Blair and the victim and 
then all three altercated the vic- 
tim and beat him very violently 
with a pipe," McCutcheon 
explained. 

McCutcheon said all three 
have felony arrest records for 
incidents which occurred in 
Grayslake and elsewhere. Halton 
has had several prior arrests for 
violent behavior, according to 
McCutcheon. Halton and 
Havnen both met in the county 
jail.

Sometimes, it's good to be a 
writer. 

For instance, in this profession, 
we get to operate under the myste- 
rious cloak of "creativity." 

•In other words, "non-writers" 
assume that we simply sit down in 
front of our computer and sudden- 
ly we receive "inspiration," per- 
haps in the form of some type 
of electrifcal jolt from the heav- 
ens. Of course, this may be true 
in the case of those poor 
"Heaven's Gate" folks out in 
California, who apparently 
spent far too much time receiv- 
ing inspiration from their com- 
puters. 

In reality, or for those of us not 
awaiting the arrival of an alien 
spaceship, that is not exactly what 
happens. Inspiration, for me, 
comes in more down to earth 
ways, and can be found in the little 
bits and pieces of my life, if I'm lis- 
tening. 

For instance, this morning the 
phone rang and my 3-year-old 
daughter ran to answer it, as she 
likes to do lately. This was the con- 
versation: 

"Hello?" said Sammy. 

"Hello," said the voice. "Can I 
speak to your daddy?" 

"Who is dis?" Sammy demand- 
ed. 

"Mr. Church," he told her.- 



"That's a weird namely she' , 
exclaimed and handed the phone 
to her dad in disgust- 
Now, most weeks, I'd be able to 
take that little tidbit and turn it into 
about 600 words for the amuse- 
ment of my readers. However, this 
is not most weeks: 




This week, my brain heard that 
little funny tidbit and instead of 
spinning it into a story about chil- 
dren and telephones, the thought 
just sort of went kerplunk No jolt.

- And maybe you're thinking to .

mood for some stupid column 
about her kid talking on the tele- 
phone!" In that case, you'll be 
happy to know that thought never 
en tered my mind (nor did any 
other thoughts, for tliat matter 1 .). 

Now, getting back to my point 
(and believe me, I am desperately 
trying to find one!), the reason I 
began by stating "sometimes it's 
good to be a writer" is because at 
least when I am incapable of per- * 



forming my writing job well,' I 
don't haveto feel bad: In a normal ' 
job, if you just sat at your desk and 
stared into space aU day, you 
might-be called "incompetent" 
and fired. But as a writer if you sit 
at your desk all day and stare into 
space, you receive sympathy 

instead. "Poor thing,", they 
whisper. "She has writer's 
block." 

Writer's block, of course, 
is considered nearly as 
mysterious as "inspira- 
tion." What really hap- 
pens, as far as I can tell, it 
that suddenly your brain 
just goes to sleep. Similar to the 
way your children's brains go to 
sleep when you tell them to "take 
out the garbage." 

And sitting at the computer 
waiting for inspiration doesn't 
help, either. Actually, when I have 
writer's block I try to avoid sitting 
at the computer altogether, 
because believe me, when I look at 
that blank screen, absolutely noth- 
ing appears on it, inspirational or 
otherwise. 

Or, if something does appear 
on that screen, it looks a lot like 
what you just read.

ning, because there's no point in 
duplicating somcd\ing that some- 
one already knows," she said, 
adding tliat "I've seen people go 
back to 10G0 In one day with Just 
the things tliat were in their house." 

Layne said tliat such cases are 
far more the exception Uian die 
rule, however, and she advises 
novices to be ready to "not be like 
cows and graze, but to be like pigs 
and dig" for information. That 
process is continually getting easi- 
er, however, with the proliferation 
of information accessible Uirough 
the Internet and through die avail- 
ability of computer software pro- 
grams to organize it. 

To help beginners get started, 
and the experienced hone their 
skills, The Z.G.S. is offering an-all 
day seminar on April 26 at St. 
Therese Hospital in Waukegan. The 
featured speaker is to be Helen F.

Although she acknowledges 
that visiting information sites in 
person can overcome problems 
due to name variations and mis- 



spellings, Layne said that a great 
deal can also be done through writ- 
ing away to the county or town 
court for records. Typically these 
records would include documents 
such as birth, marriage and death 
certificates. Each state usually has a 
repository for old official records. In 
this state, for example, old court 
records are kept in Northern Illinois 
University. 

Other types of useful records 
are newspaper obituaries, birth cer- 
tificates, land probates and military 
service records, Uie last of which 
die Civil War generated in incredi- 
ble detail. 

Layne said that the Mormons, 
in pursuing ancestral research as an 
" aspect of their religious lives, have 
provided genealogists with invalu- 
able resources. These resources 
include family catalogs on micro- 
fiche and the Family History 
Library of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints, head- 
quartered in Salt Lake City, Utah, 
with more than 2,600 branches 
worldwide. 

Federal census records are very 
useful in tracing families in tracing 
the movements of families from 
state to state. Carrie Johann adds 
diat censuses, formerly conducted 
by the states themselves, can be 
even more interesting because 



"you not only find out who was in 
someone's family, but you also find 
out what crops they raised and how 
many caUle, and often, how many 
slaves, they had." 

Slave ownership is just one 
unappealing aspect that could be 
discovered about one's ancestors. 

Both Layne and Johann note that 
there are typically other skeletons 
lurking in many family closets, such 
as multiple divorces, criminal acdv- 
ity and incestuous relationships. 

But even with research prob- 
lems and die occasional shock, die 
two women continue to be driven 
by their research. 

"I do it because diere are still 
questions that I haven't answered 
yet," Johann says, "and those ques- 
tions will always exist."

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What is going on inthis coun- 
try with the concept of discipline ' 
and punishment? Both at the 
country level and in our homes 
and schools; we seem to have an 
allergy to discipline and punish- 
ment.

I'm always sur- 
prised by the psychologist evalua- 
tor of the criminal, who, of all peo- 
ple, should know that unless some 
significant discipline or punish- 
ment is done or threatened, the 
pattern continues. There is plenty 
• of research out there to support 
this, yet on a daily basis, we con- 
tinue to hear about these types of 
repeat crimes. 

*; Instead of stopping the behav- 
ior, preventing it from happening 
again, and making sure that the 
. person feels something intense for 
doing it in the first place, we 
search for all the reasons and 
excuses we can for that persons 
behavior to lessen the responsibili- 
ty. "He was abused as a child;" 
"She had ADD;" "He had just been 
fired." It is my contention, that 
none of the excuses I have heard 
made for out-of-control behavior 
holds any water at all. There are 
lots of people who are abused, 



now can mean a; lot of punishment later! 





have ADD. and havejustbeen - . 1 
fired, and don't go out 'and hurt* ' 
others or commit crimes. . 
; Now, why do I bring this up in 
a parents column? Easy! I see the 
same kind of reasoning every day 
in my office. It 
really worries 
me, because" 
each and 
every one of 
these kids that 
is being taught 
to look for all 
the reasons for 
their behavior 
instead of taking responsibility for 
their behavior, may be on their 
way to the same pattern in adult- 
hood. Namely, looking for the rea- 
sons and excuses instead of doing 
the correct behaviors or making 
good decisions. This is almost giv- 
ing permission for those behaviors 
to occur. These behaviors usually 
end in failure of one sort or another. 

The mistake that most of us 
make is in not separating the bad 
behavior or bad decisions from the 
"causes." What I mean by this is 
that we can certainly treat the 
causes and help the child through 
the problems, but this should not 
include absolving children of con- 
sequences or responsibility for bad 
behavior and decisions. In other 
words, we all have our baggage, 
but we are not allowed to be out- 
of-control and hurt others or do 
bad things based on that baggage. 
We all need to learn to control our- 
selves. So, the idea here is to make 
sure that bad behavior and deci- . 
sions get clean pure conse- 
quences. After that process has 
been done, we can talk about how 
to deal with the causes. This is 
teaching responsibility and con- 
trol. These things are imperative 
for a child to be successful.

the bad rap it does? This Is'simple. 
It has been intertwined so much 
with'the concept of abuse that it 
has completely become a taboo 
issue. I'm here to.tell you that 

appropriate 
punishment 
has nothing 
what-so-ever 
to do with 
abuse. They 
are com- 
pletely unre- 
lated. Let me 
separate 
them for you. 

• Punishment is a discipline 
and guidance issue, meaning that 
it is used to teach and skill-build. 
Yes, the person who has been . 
punished feels something. 

"-Probably feels emotionally hurt or 
bad in some way. This is necessary 
if you want the person to learn 
anything at all. You have to stop 
the chain of thought in some way 
to get attention to the learning 
part. 

• Abuse on the other hand, has 
absolutely no guidance involved at 
all. It can take the form of a beat- 
ing or a parent unloading on a - 
child with no goal or teaching in 
mind. Discipline and punishment 
are perfectly acceptable because 
they teach. Abuse only seeks to 
hurt or get even. When I say 
"teaches something," 1 mean that 
there is actual discussion between 
the "discipliner" and "disciplinee," 
after there has been some sort of 
punishment involved. 

What is appropriate punish- 
ment? In my mind, for children, 
things like Time-out, but Time-out 
done correctly. Most of the time I 
meet people, they are not doing it 
correctly, so the behavior contin- 
ues' ad infinitum. Grounding, but 



again, done correctly. Again; mostT'"- 
of the time I see it done, it isn't 
done correctly. Why are these 
things not done correctly? Again,! 
will say that it is due to the nation- 
wide allergy we have to discipline 
and punishment Compassion gets 
in the way and stops the process 
from doing anything positive. So, 
we are still punishing, feeling 
guilty for doing it, but not doing it 
correctly, so we're really not get- 
ting to our.goal and have to keep 
repeating this process. This seems 
like a big waste of time to me! 
Getting rid of the compassion, 
clearly knowing our goal, doing 
the thing correctly, getting your 
message and teaming across and 
preventing this from having to 
happen again seems like a far 
more humane and affective way to 
go about it. The real guilt and 
problems occur when you have to 
continually punish because your 
compassion gets in the way of it 
working the first or second time. 

What about spanking? I have 
never seen it work in older chil- 
dren to permanently change a 
behavior and therefore am not a 
big fan of it. The only time I ever 
believe a spank actually works is 
when a child is pre-verbalfvery 
young and doing something very 
dangerous like running out in the 
street or ready to touch a hot 
stove. 

The definition of good disci- 
pline is discipline that prevents the 
behavior and gets kids thinking 
automatically the next time the 
choice comes up. Believe me, I 
have seen many families change 
this process quickly when they 
change the way they think about 
it 

Getting kids to think indepen- 
dently about the right choice isn't 
that hard to do. Certainly, you 



■ \ don't want to have to be hovering 
' around them, telling them the 
right decisions the rest of your life, 
do you? 

Many of our schools are afflict- 
ed too, at least from what I've 
observed and heard. I remember 
good discipline in school when 1 
,was there. We didn't have guns 
and drugs flowing through the 
school because we had very strict 
punishments that were followed 
without a thought No one wanted 
to find out what it was so, no 
played with it 

Today, I hear kids talking 
about their "rights," "suing the 
school," "racism in relation to 
punishment for an act actually 
committed by them," etc. 

So, why am I ranting and rav- 
ing about this? It's simple, I want 
your children to survive and thrive 
later on and I believe that if we 
keep doing this the way we are- 
teaching kids to look for the rea- 
sons that they do things the wrong 
way or make bad decisions, 
- instead of how not to do that or 
how to make good decisions, we 
are training them to become self- 
made failures instead of self-made 
successes. I've seen it too many 
times. Appropriate discipline and 
punishment can mean the differ- 
ence between a good future and a 
bad one 

. Remember that if you use all 
the time you have now with your 
child, not holding that child 
responsible for his or her decisions 
or actions, you may create an adult 
that believes the same things. This 
can translate into much worse 
punishment later in the form of 
failure!

lits. Climbers too, are versatile, 
ther when grown with sup - 
irt or allowed to sprawl grace- 
lly among other plantings., 
imbers are unsurpassed as a- 
sans of screening or camou- 
Iging otherwise unsightly gar- 
jn spots. Most structures are 
[hanced by a climber growing 
on them, providing a tran- 
iil effect. 

When considering the vari : 
les of shrubs and climbers for 
ir garden there are a few 

to consider. First .of all, be

i. You must consider the 
it's eventual height, spread, 
rate of growth. These factors 
essential for the success of all 
[den plans, not just those lim- 

in size. 
[Overplanting is not only

: desired. - 
■Remember, one of the most 



important, (perhaps, the most . 
important) factors in successful 
design is choosing plants that 
suit your particular garden's 
conditions. For primary consid- 
eration, matching plants that

thrive in your particular soil. If 
you don't know your soil type, 
you 'should have it tested. There 
are kits available for you to test 
yourself or your local extension 
service will do this. I'm sure your 
garden center or local nursery 
can answer any questions you 
* may have. A plant's preference 
for sun or shade should also be 
kept in mind. 

Climbing plants constitute 
one of the most versatile of plant 
groups and provide an enor- 
mous scope for imaginative 
design. They can be selected for 
strong color, both in foliage or 
flowers. Many, especially twining 



species such,as. Wisteria, 

Celastrus, and Vitia species, pro- 
vide interesting architectural 
forms when leafless in the win- 
ter. Those with dense foliage and 
vigorous growth can disguise the 

most unsightly of garden 
j buildings. 

Climbers also have a place in 
. mixed borders, either grown 
on a trellis or used to extend 
a the season of interest when 
| allowed to scramble through 
: other plants. Trailing or 
scrambling climbers attach 
themselves loosely to their 
support. They can be tied into 
a framework or a trellis in 
order to control their growth 
habit. 

Some of my favorite flower- 
ing climbers are clematis, sweet 
pea, morning glory vine, and 
nasturtiums. There are many • 
beautiful climbing ivies such as 
Boston ivy, dentata, lapanese 
hop vine are well worth trying. 
Shrubs that add color and 
fragrance are lilacs (of course!) 
crab apples, Japanese crab 
apple, Arnold crab apple, butter- 
fly bush, yellow horn. For glori- 
ous color try smoke bush, black- 
thorn, Japanese maple, witch 
hazel and spirea.

to landscaoe aesign 



A "living" fence area in one's yard need 
ot be all the same shrubs or evergreens 
lanted in a straight line. In fact, don't you 
ind it a bit boring? Even if there's limited 
pace, a combination of deciduous and 
|evergreen plant material is much more 
appealing and can serve the function of 
blocking, screening; softening, or creating 
jan enclosed feeling even better than the 
straight hedge. 

A "living" fence design with gentle 
curves is a bit more appealing than a 
straight edge in one's garden. Curves can . 
add depth to a garden and allow smaller 
plants to be massed together in the fore- 
front of the garden to create even more 
depth, texture and color combinations. 

To get the most out of the design have 
{your deciduous plant material bloom from 
early spring to late fall. This is possible with 
some careful planning and taking in the 
pecific problems of the site. Each site or 
area of one's grounds will be different and 
|close observation of the drainage, soil type," 
nd even easement considerations all come 
into play during the design process. 
~~ rainage and soil type are extremely impor- 
ant as well as exposure for proper plant 
elections. 

I've seen many evergreen trees, lilacs 
d Norway maples planted in the lowest 
omer of one's property to soften the view 
f the neighbor's. This will not work, as 
g&hese types of plants prefer higher, well 
Strained sites to grow vigorously. If you have 
Sjo have evergreens in a low area to created a 
Ifblockage year-round, a earthen berm with a 



drainage system must be designed and 
implemented. The water must continue to 
flow along the original grade, yet must flow 
away from the base of the evergreens plant- 
ed. This type of project is best left to profes- 
sionals. Just throwing five yards of topsoil 
down into the middle of a low area and then 
planting an evergreen tree on the top of this 
berm is not the solution, because when the 
roots of the tree grow through the topsoil 
into the sub-soil, they will encounter wet 
soils and this will prevent the plant from 
growing in a vigorous manner. 

It's a pleasure to see the cascading 
branches of a forsythia of "Bridal Wreath" 
Spirea early in the spring. Their showy dis- 
play finishes and the long blooming periods 
of the large viburnum species ranging in 
size from three feet to 20 feet continues. The 
fall bloomingWitchazel shows off in 
October, while the Blue-Green Spruce, 
Serbian Spruce, or artistic Pine enhance the 
backdrop of aliving fence garden. 

The flowering crab not only show us 
beautiful Dowering each spring, but have 
great branching habit as well as berry inter- 
ests. 

And last but not lease are the lower 
growing groundcovers and perennials that 
. can be woven in and out of a garden. If this 
type of "living" fence design serves it's func- 
tional purpose first, it surely will delight 
'ones' senses as they gaze upon their 
grounds.— by MIKE GRECO, landscape 
architect, owner of Mill Creek Nursery, 
Inc. Call 838-0501 for landscaping 
questions.

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Immunizations offer a dose of protection, GSH provides clinics, information 



Good Shepherd Hospital,

by reinforcing the importance of 
vaccines in children's lives.

• Hepatitis B — is a viral disease 
transmitted through infected blood 
and bodily fluids. It may cause cir- 
rhosis, liver cancer, liver failure or 
death. 

• Polio— is a potentially fatal 
disease that begins with a stiff neck 
and progresses to paralysis that 
makes walking and breathing diffi- 
cult 

• Diphtheria, Tetanus and 
Pertussis— are handled with a 



combination vaccine. Diptheria is 
an infection of the mouth, nose 
and throat which may cause suffo- 
cation or lead to pneumonia, heart 
failure or paralysis. Tetanus is a rare 
infection caused by bacteria found 
in dirt, -gravel and rusty metal. It 
causes muscles spasms and maybe 
fatal if it affects the breathing mus- 
cel. Pertussis (whooping cough) 
clogs tiie airways with mucus, 
causing a severe cough which may 
lead to bronchitis or pneumonia.

Type B (Hib)— is a bacterial infec- 
tion that causes the most serious 
form of spinal meningitis.

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Collegiate alcohol abuse concerns NICASA officials

Alcohol's negative impact on youth — 
particularly college students— is widespread, 
contends Debi Leer, who directs the youth 
outpatient treatment program of the 
Northern Illinois Council on Alcoholism and 
Substance Abuse (NICASA). Leer also directs 
the agency's Waukegan-based residential 
treatment facility, Bridge House. 

She said far too many young people who 
start drinking in high school go on to abuse 
the drug in coUege. Leer cites studies report- 
ed this month by the federal center for 
Substance Abuse Prevention (CSAP) that 
show: 

• At both two— and four year institu- 
tions.-the heaviest drinkers obtain the lowest 
grades. 

• Almost one-third of the students at four 
year institutions report missing class due to 
alcohol or other drug use. 



• Nearly one-quarter of students report 
performing poorly on a test or project due to 
alcohol or other drug use. 

• College students who drink the most 
obtain the lowest grades. One study found 
that while "A" students averaged 3.6 drinks 
per week while "D" or "F" students average 
10.6. 

Leer said a national survey of college stu- 
dents shows that at least once a year the fol- 
lowing consequences resulted from drinking 
or drug use: 

• 63 percent had a hangover. 

• 49.9 percent became nauseated or 
vomited. 

• 39.3 percent regretted their actions. 

• 36 percent drove while intoxicated. 

• 33.2 percent got into an argument or 
fight. 

• 28 percent experienced memory loss. 
Leer said NICASA counselors are treat- 
ing an increasing number of youth who start 



to use alcohol and other drugs anf^G[ftQ£fH 
age. 

"Within the past 10 months, we . 
provided more services for youth who are 12 A/gtitfelftieftfr 
and 13 years old. So, NICASA's youth pro- 
gram has adapted to the needs of these 
younger clients," Leer said. ^ 

"Also, we are seeing more youth who are 
the second or third generation of substance 
abusers." 

Leer said April, which is Alcohol 
Awareness Month, is an especially appro- 
priate time to discuss alcohol's impact on 
youth. 

Laurel Dahl, NICASA's prevention 
administrator, said her staff works with sever- 
al area school districts on programs aimed at 
preventing grade school, middle school and 
high school students from developing long 
term problems associated with the abuse of 
alcohol and other drugs. 

"We're trying so hard to prevent negative

Dahl said one national study comes to 
the alarming conclusion that about 159,000 
of today's freshmen will drop out of college 
next year due to alcohol-and other drug- 
related, causes. Approximately 300,000 of 
today's students will eventually die of these 
causes, she said.

NEWPORT TOWNSHIP-A gruesome discovery . 
along Dilley's Road April 9, was very upsetting to the 

couple that happened along 
the body of 31 -year- 
old Kim Garland as 
they were taking a 
morning walk .

My contribution to

1 am so proud. I feel 1 helped discover,- 
or at least uncover, the World Champion 
Liar. 

Here's the story; 

. Once a year I write about a favorite club, 
the nearby Burlington (Wis.) Liars, Last year 
one of the newspapers that printed my arti- 
cle was the Cleveland Plain Dealer, circula- 
tion 500,000, and one of the readers was 
John Bertschler, a psychologist in the 
Cleveland suburb of Lakewood.

Bertschler's finely sliced baloney beat 
out hundreds of other lies, including such 
honorable mention hokum as this from 
Patrick Braun of Whitewater, Wis.: "I work 
for a life insurance company that pays 
claims so fast that last week a tenant fell off 
the 17th floor of our building and the claims 
department on the fourth floor handed him 
his check as he plunged past the window." 

The president of the Liars Club, retired 
Burlington educator John Soeth, is a tad 
concerned about the ebbing popularity of 
the annual contest. "We used to get thou- 
sands of entries, now we get hundreds," he 
said. • : 

Years ago the traditional New Year's Eve 
press release announcing the best lies 
seemed to appear in almost every newspa- 
per, but lately fewer editors have been 
printing it despite the fact our daily papers 
are filled with dreadful news and a little 
more levity, however cornball, might be a 
welcome change of pace. 

I wondered if maybe Bertschler had 
heard of the club through my story in the 
Cleveland paper. 

"Yes, that's where I got the idea to 
enter," he told me on the telephone. "And 
when they announced I had won there was 
a big spread in the paper. The people in 
Burlington had alerted the media. I must 
have been on a half-dozen radio shows, 
three TV shows and even got a call from 



David LeUerman's people. 

"On one Cleveland radio program the- 
guy got me talking about my new business, 
North Coast Conflict Solutions. We special- 
ize in divorce mediation. Well, two weeks 
later the radio station called and asked, 
'How would you like your own talk show?' 
The Liars Club lark has literally changed my 
life in a way I never would have conceived. 
"But my girlfriend thinks the lie J told Is"

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pretty stupid. Now I want to be the first per- 
son ever to win two years in a row. I have a 
lie ready to go, but I'm keeping it a secret." 

To compete with Bertschler, simply 
send SI and a lie to the Liars Club, 
Burlington, Wis., 53105. You at least will get 
a membership card confirming you are a 
full-fledged liar. 

It's a treasured American tradition (we 
reward our best leg-pullers with plush jobs 
in the nation's capital) and it's a talent that 
often comes in handy. As Bergen Evans 
said, "Lying is an indispensable part of 
making life tolerable." And it was Mark 
Twain who observed, "A lie can travel 
halfway around the world while the truth is 
putting on its shoes." 

If he repeats as champion, Bertschler 
might take his place alongside the all-time 
great liars in the Burlington club's history. 
One of those was Verne Osborne of 
Centralia, Wash., who won in 1934 with this- 
whopper. 

"While riding my mule, hunting 
jackrabbits one day, the mule took off after 
one that fled across a mesa. Closely 
pressed, the jackrabbit plunged headlong 
over a 10,000-foot cliff and the mule, 
trained to follow rabbits, plunged off after 
it.

• Work hard to find a solution.

Is your investment representative inter- 
ested in you and your financial goals? Or do 
you sometimes get the feeling he's more 
interested in selling you a commissioned 
product that may or may not fit into your 
plans? 

According to Registered Representative 
magazine, most people agree with the latter. 
In fact, the 1997 Securities Industry 
Association retail management conference 
uncovered some startling attitudes about 
securities represen- 
tatives and cus- 
tomer relations. •

A good match between investor and 
investment representative occurs when the 
customer's immediate goals and financial 
interests fit the broker's style of investing.

What is the rule on companies and severance pay? I left a 
company after 3- 1/2 years due to a lay ofT, and I was not offered 
any severance pay. I was told by a friend that I hud It turning to 
me and ttiat I should contact the company lo find out why I have 
not received it yet. Please give me your ideas on how I should 
approach the situation.

DearT.S., 

Your friend is feeding you improper informal ion. Be advised 
that severance pay is not a "given." Companies are not required 
to give an employee severance pay upon departure from a com- 
pany. In fact, companies are'nat required lo give out severance 
pay for any reason whatsoever. Severance pay is a gift of sorts 
that often means "hope litis softens the blow." Your friend may 
be confusing severance pay with unemployment compensation 
which you may be eligible for. Contact your nearest Illinois 
Department of" Employment Security Office, which far you 
would probably be the VVaukcgan office (although you may con- 
tact any Illinois facility), and they will have you fill out the Forms 
necessary for which you mny apply far the compensation while 
you are actively seeking future employment. You should have no 
trouble collecting us long us the reason for your termination is 
uncontested. The Illinois Department of Employment Security 
has launched a staunch effort to crack down on unemployment 
fraud. Therefore, be sure that you are actively seeking employ- 
ment with an emphasis on actively . Be prepared when you go to 
apply al your nearest office lo supply the representative with 
your employer's name, address, dates of employment, paycheck 
stubs If. you have them, and a good altitude. You will then be 
required lo meet with a job service counselor who will monitor 
your activity and offer recommendations as to possible job list- 
ings that may be available. You will be required to check In peri- 
odically.

It doesn't sound as though anyone is trying lo shirk your 
accomplishment. As I understand ii, your degree is included in 
your resume, however, just the date of graduation was left out. 
The reason I can guess would he that a potential employer could 
possibly calculate your age, which could help or hurt depend ing 
on the position. If you feel more comfortable having il In...nsk 
Ihe service to do so, but il is not necessarily needed.
